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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the amendment reciting, "and traveling periodically, said columnar members and said slab refractive index 
portion other than said columnar members" requires further search and consideration. Examiner additionally notes that the added 
limiation appears to result in a lack of clarity (see second paragraph of claim 1 , beginning with "so that when a beam of light entering the 
slab waveguide and traveling periodically....") with respect to what expands to a maximum extent. The claim appears to recite that the 
columnar members expand to a maximum extent when a beam of light enters the waveguide, resulting in the size of the beam in the 
thickness directoin not exceeding the slab thickness. However, Examiner believes that Applicant intends to claim the conditon for when 
the beam of light expands to a maximum extent as originally claimed. 
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
